MONDAYS  6 LECTURES 


This  course  of  lectures  on  the  design  and  financing  of 
To-Day’s  Home  is  intended  to  explain  in  non-technical 
language  the  problems  involved  in  the  process  of  building 
a home.  The  arrangements  for  financing  a building  loan, 
the  mortgage,  the  building  contract,  liens,  etc.,  are  pre- 
sented in  simplified  form  and  related  to  the  requirements 
of  the  National  Housing  Act. 

The  selection  of  a proper  site  with  all  that  is  involved 
in  zoning,  traffic  and  school  problems,  is  discussed  in 
relation  to  the  type  of  house  required  for  families  of 
varied  sizes  and  activities.  The  architect’s  services,  which 
include  planning  of  the  building,  the  specifications  of 
materials  and  the  supervision  of  construction  will  be  fully 
explained.  The  series  will  be  concluded  by  an  exposition 
of  the  various  materials  available  in  modern  construction, 
and  the  planting  treatment  necessary  to  make  the  house 
a part  or  its  landscape  setting. 

The  use  of  illustrative  material  and  a question  and 
answer  period  at  the  end  of  each  lecture  should  help  to 
make  this  series  of  lectures  of  great  value  to  all  who  are 
interested  in  building  a home  of  their  own.
